NEW XOBK, March 28.—This morning, 
at 11 o'clock, T. V. Powderly and Wil 
liam B. McDowell called on Jay Gould 
at the latter's residence. 
There they 
met Messrs. Gould, Hopkins and George 
<}ould. 
Tiiore was a general diBOoasion 
of the situation in the southwest by both 
sides, and a better understanding was 
arrived at than had been had by either 
party hitherto. 
After talking until 1 p, 
m. the conference was adjourned until 
evening. 


At 7 o'clock to-night they met again 
At 8:30 p. m., Mr. Powderly had to 
-leave, to_,keep an engagement with Con- 
gressman John O'Neill, of St. I^ouis 
' chairmau of the honse committee on la 
bor, who came from Washington to ren- 
der assistance, if possible, is settling 
the strike. 
Mr. McDowell, however, 
remained with Mr. Gould and his party, 
and Mr. Gould finally handed to MC 
Dowell the following communication:

DEAR SIR—Replying to your letter of 
the 27th inst,, I write to say that I will, 
to-morrow morning, send the following 
telegraphic instructions to Mr. Hoxie, 
general manager of the Missouri Pacific 
railroad at St. Louis: 


*'In resuming the movement of trains 
on the Missouri Pacific, and in the em- 
ploying of laborers in the several depart- 
ments of this company, give preference 
to our late employes, whether they are 
Knights of Labor or not, except that 
you will not employ any person who hes 
injared the company's property daring 
the late strike. Nor will we discharge 
any person who has taken service with 
the company during said strike. 


"We see no objection to arbitrating 
any differences between the employes 
and the company past and future. Hope- 
ing the above will be satisfactory, I 
main yours, very truly,

THE CIRCULAR SUSTAINED. 


In regard to his circular published re 
cently, Mr. Powderly said: "When I 
issued this circular, until yesterday I in- 
tended it as a secret communication to 
the Knights of Labor in their various 
assemblies. I was surprised to see it in 
print, but since it has appeared, I do 
not deny its authorship. 
Since it was 
issued on March 13, although it has not 
yet reached all remote assemblies, I have 
received no less than 900 letters from 900 
district assemblies indorsing and ap 
proving of its every sentiment, each un 
der the seal of the order. Most of these 
letters have come from assemblies oldest 
in the order, but many came from new 
branches of the organization. I consid- 
ered this circular an absolute necessity, 
for some ill-advised enthusiasts have 
lately been bringing the Knighthood in- 
to a false position before the public. One 
of our chief purposes in coming to New 
York just at this time, is to undo, if pos 
sible a grievous wrong, which was done 
to Mr. Gould last fall upon the settle 
ment of similar troubles on the Wabash 
road. Then the attacks upon him by the 
press and many so-called or would-be 
month pieces of the Knights were simply 
outrageous.

NEW YORK, March 23.—The young people 
of fashionable society are simply children of 
larger growr,h. 
This is discerned in the shal- 
lowness of their conversation and exhibited 
in the vagaries of their tastes. 
No sooner 
they acquire one bauble than they quickly 
tire of it and look around for some other toy. 
In this exclusive set in society there is but 
little originality of thought, so that if one of 
their number but stumbles against a novelty 
in the way of amusement it is likely to de- 
velop, into a craze for a .season and be as 
quickly forgotten. 
A dozen years ago " J i m " 
Bennett fitted up a hall and introduced roller 
skating. 
It became the rage that winter, but 
was not heard of afterwar<is until its recent 
popular re-vnval. 
So it was with polo, which 
was brought over hero by this same eccentric 
newspai>er proprietor. 
It was considered so 
essential an accomplishment for the dude of 
that day that this continent and Eui-ope were 
scoured to find ponies with low enough di-aft 
to permit the rider's feet to touch the gi ound 
while playing the game. 
To-day it is re- 
membered 
only by the name given to the 
grovmds here and in Newport, which were 
then devoted to it. 
Then came bicyclin 
fox himting and walking as fa.sbionable 
sports. 
The pivseut youth's minfl seems to 
turn to horse riding. 
With the young ladies, 
the various fi'eaks in which their tastes ex- 
hibit themselves are too variable to be easily 
defined, but certain it is that the latest craze 
is mandolin playing. 


A SPANISH MANDOLIN PLAYER. 
It was not long since that the banjo was 
the rage, when all the negro minstrel-looking 
chaps in town that could raise a respectable 
suit of clothes were in demand as teachers. 
What possessed society girls to take up the 
banjo is as easily ans\ver(-d as the question, 
Who assaulted Mr. Patterson i 
The l)anjo, 
besides being an imperfect 
instrument at 
best, is the one that 
affords 
the least 
satisfactory accompaniment to the popular 
arias of tbe day. Then it is not likely 
that their delicate fingers could ever become 
suflficiently callous to withstand the painful 
wear on the strings. So it is likely that it 
was for this last reason that the mandolin 
was adopted, as the strumming ou the strings 
is performed with what is called a plectrum, 
instead of the daintj* fingei-s. 
The mandolin 
is an insti-uinent of Spanish origin, and was 
possibly brought to the attention of our pub- 
lic first by the numerous troupes of Si^anish 
students who visit this country. 
It has eight 
strings, strung ia couples, representing the 
same tone, so that the strings themselves rep- 
resent but four notes. 
The object of the 
double string is to produce the trill upon 
which the eiiect largely depends. 
Mandolins 
vary in price from 
to $'200, and it is said 
that one factory in Connecticut is running 
night and day, turning out the "imported"' 
mandolins that average about $25 in price. 
With the rage for mandolins came the neces- 
sity for instructors, and it is astonishing the 
number that have appeared, and the slight 
knowledge of English they possess. 


THE AMERICAX MAITDOLIN' PLAYER. 
These Mandolin maestros are usually Ital- 
ians, who will tell you "Aha! ze banjoees no 
good. 
Ze mandolin ees ah so eezy, so roman- 
teek," and this explanation of the popularity 
of their instrument is accompanied with the 
usual shrug of shoulders and distortion ot 
limbs and eyebrows. 
The artist has allowed 
his fancy a little freedom in the above picture, 
and portrayed the signor as he appeared but 
few years ago in his native costume, before 
he was shaven, and crowded into the broad- 
cloth he weai*s at present. 
And these are the 
gentlemen who are now admitted into the 
most fashionable parlors. 
The artist has also 
caught exceedingly well the awkward manner 
in which the instnmient is handled by the 
American amateur. 
This primitive instru- 
ment itself is as much out of place in the 
elaborate sin-roundings of a fashionable par- 
lor as its compass is ill adapted to the 
requirements of modern music, and it cannot 
be long before it will be ornamented and hung 
in company with its predecessor, the banjo, 
as a piece of wall decoration, and the future 
beaus will have it pointed out to them as one 
of the instiTiments on which the yoimg ladies 
could play so "Ipyely," But for the present,' 
inexorable fashicm miut have its fancy grati- 
fied, and when the d i ^ ^ descendfint of the 
Ceesai^ finds his present'occupation gqne, ho 
will tet his beard assume Its oldrtime growth,. 
once more sUng the strap .of the neglected

TINEL a volnme descriptive of Linden- 
wood cemetery. 
The book is from his 
pen and is a gem in its way. 
The offi- 
cers of Lindenwood are: 


I. D. G. Nelson, president; Col. J. D. 
Bond, treasurer; W. Reitze, secretary. 
The corporators are J . L. Williams, H. 
McCullocb, S. B. Bond, I.D. G.Nelson, 
O. P. Morgan, A. P. Edgerton. O. A. 
Simons, George H. Wilson, J. H. Bass, 
W. H. Hoffman, J . D. Bond, A. E. 
Hoffman. The board of trustees, I. D. 
G. Nelson, O. A. Simons, O P. Morgau, 
J, L. Williams, S. B. Bond, with John 
H. DosweU, superintendent and land- 
scape architect. 


After giving a correct view of the en- 
trance and a map of tbe cemetery,the ar- 
ticles incorporating and rnles governing 
it are given. The report shows that on 
the 5th day of July, 1859, Jesse L. Wil- 
liams, Hugh McCuIlooh, Ohas. D. Bond, 
David F. Comparet, Royal W. Taylor, 
Allen Hamilton, Alexander M. Orbison, 
John E. Hill, Pliny Hoagland. Alfred D. 
Brandriff, Ochmig Bird and Isaac D. G. 
Nelson, purchased 152 acres of ground 
for burial purposes for $7,627.50. May 
30, 1860, the grounds were dedicated to 
sepulcheral purposes, and long ago the 
original purchasers were paid back and 
now have an interest in the cemetery only 
equal to other lot owners. 
"But," says 
the report, "while indulging in these 
great reflections, it is eminently proper 
to call to mind tbe fact that since our or- 
ganization one-half of the original corpo» 
tors, Messrs. Allen Hamilton Charles 
D. Bond, John E. Hill, K. W. Taylor, 
Ootimig Bird and Pliny Hoagland, have 
gone to rest, and are now sleeping in the 
bosom of the earth they took so much 
interest in purchasing and preparing for 
the purpose." 


After the first purchase twenty-seven 
acres or so were added at a cost of $2,480 
but later some iifty-two acres were sold 
for ^4,530, not to mention the spot of 
land sold to the Jewish cemetery, leav- 
ing 124 acres owned by the Lindenwood 
Cemetery association. 


The report 
touches on the natural 
beauty of the ground and notes the im- 
provements added, among which is the 
iron fence, costing 82,552.25 and the 
stone lodge, costing 
961.29. Mr. Nel- 
son notes the neglect of old grave yards, 
and commends the disposition of tbe 
Broadway cemetery—in fact he realizes 
the necessity of public parks in Fort 
Wayne—some resting place open to all 
people, like Lindenwood is. 


Mr. Nelson agrees with the London 
Daily News, that it is time to discourage 
feasting on the day of burial, and all 
useless or extravagant expenditure in 
the coffin and its furniture on the occa- 
sion of the funeral, and in the wearing 
of mourning. 
The society adopts the 
broad ground that the funerals should 
be conducted and mourning worn with- 
out the unmeaning pomp, vain ostenta- 
tion and pageantry of hat-bands, scarfs, 
plumes, mourning coaches, heavy crape 
trimmings, and the like, which are quite 
inconsistent with a hopeful belief in fu- 
ture state, involve unprofitable expendi- 
ture, inflict severe hardship upon per- 
sons of limited means, and neither miti- 
gate grief nor manifest respect for the 
dea . 
It offers as suggestions: 
That 
every part of thesolemn rite of burial be 
made a labor of love, to the exclusion, as 
j ar as possible, of paid labor; that the 
body be buried in a plain wood coffin in 
the earth itself, with nothing to arrest 
its return to earth whence it was taken; 
that perhaps the beet plan that has been 
suggested, that both men and women 
wear a band of black cloth on the arm 
to indicate that a death has taken place 
in the family; and that all headstones 
aud memorials be Christian in charac- 
ter. 


Mr. Nelson refers to the disposition to 
make permanent provision for the care 
of lots and tomb stones and adds that 
the Hon. Alfred P. £dgerto|i, the heirs 
of Hon. Pliny Hoagland a^d Jared D.' 
Bond, Esq., have deposited tc; the oredit

The volume is Ulustrated with pic- 
tures of the finest monuments that tower 
majestically in the "city of the dead." 
where now rest over 4,925 bodies. The 
monuments are thus described in the 
book: 


The Bass monument, erected in 1862, 
to the memory of CoL SionS. Bass, who 
fellatShiloh, by his regiment and friends. 
It ia an appropriate marble shaft eight- 
een feet hifirh, draped with the American 
flag—a Atting tribute to his bravery and 
patriotism. 


The 
Hanna monument, erected in 
1864 by the heirs of Judge Samuel 
Hanna, is of Italian marble, die style, 
twelve feet high, appropriately orna- 
mented with trusses. 
Its workmahship 
and finish is equaled by few of its class 


The Ewing monument, erected in 
1870, is a Scotch, highly polished gran 
ite obelisk, thirty-five feet high, resting 
on a Quincy granite base eight feet 
square. It is said to be the largest and 
finest single shaft of Scotch granite in 
America. It was selected and erected 
by Mr. B. D. Miner, executor of the es- 
tate of Col. George W. Ewing. 


The Edgerton monument is an obelisk 
of Italian marble, twenty feet high, sounc 
and beautiful when erected in 1872, but 
is now disintegrating and showing signs 
of decay. 
Mr. Alfred P. Edgerton, by 
whom it was erected, has provided for 
its restoration, if ever needed, by a wise 
and liberal provision to the bequest fund, 
which was made before any signs of de- 
cay began to appear. 


The Williama monu'xent was erected 
by Mr. Je^se L. Williams in 1875. It is 
an obelisk of Westerly, Rhode Island, 
granite, twenty-eight feet high, hammer- 
dressed, of massive, fine and command- 
ing proportions. 


The Simons monument is of Westerly. 
Rhode Islnnd, granite, erected in 1876 
by Mr. Oscar A. Simons. It is of cot- 
tage style, hammer-dressed, with pol- 
ished die, twelve feet high; one of the 
most attractive and solid works of the 
kind. 


The Wood monument, a sarcopha^s, 
from the Hallowell, 
Maine, quarries; 
lower base, eleven feet six inches, by 
eight feet six inches; height, nine feet. 
It was exhibited at the centennial at 
Philadelphia, in 1876, and erected' the 
same year. 
The workmanship is sur- 
passingly fine, and the style attractive. 
It was erected by Mrs George W. Wood 
in memoiy of hor husband. 


The Morgan mouument was erected 
in 1884 by Mr. Oliver P. Morgan. It is 
made of Quincy (Mass ) granite, cottage 
style, ornamented with columns and cap- 
itals; height ten feet; hammer-dressed, 
with polished die; distinct and attract- 
ive.

Crrr OF MEXICO, March 1.—The streets in 
the vicinity of the Iturbide hotel answer to 
the Fifth avenue and Broadway of New 
York, when compared with other parts of 
the city. 
Here one has but little annoyance 
from dust. 
Nmnerous parks with plenty of 
seats afford an agreeable relief from the pre- 
vailing aridity. 
The streets are very wide, 
affording space for double track street car 
lines in the center, with ample room for car- 
riageways on either side. 
Instead of names 
for streets each block has a distinct name. 
In this quarter the streets are linetl with 
shops, displaying in their windows the most 
costly jewelry and elegant di-ess goods. 


Bonnets are never worn here. 
One article 
of female street apparel is in Tuiivei-sal use: 
a scarf three yards long, with long fringes at 
the ends, wornid arotmd the person, with one 
end thrown backward over the left shoulder. 
This garment would be very picturesque but 
for its color, which is uniform indigo blue. 
Cotton goods are dear, prints being twenty 
cents a yard ; but of woolens, in great variety 
and of good quality, of home manufacture, 
there is a plentiful supply and at moderate 
prices. 


The parks are numerous and well cared for. 
The leaves are carefully swept off from the 
fresh green grass. In the larger parks aire 
numerous fountains, with large basins. In 
all the parks, large and small, are great num- 
bers of stone benches, mostly occupied by the 
poorer classes, though occasionally ladies ancf 
gentlemen may be seen enjoying the dolca 
far 
niente. 
GreraniumS and callas, sweefc 
marguerites, blue violets and many other 
kinds of flowers, in great profusion, fill the 
air and delight the senses 
with 
their 
fragrance and beauty. 
Many other flow- 
ers, shrubs and plants are not yet in 
bloom. 
In the less 
exposed 
inclosures 
of the cathedral roses are blooming in 
such abundance that the bushes are hardly 
able to support then- lovely burdens. 
Every- 
where, excepting along the streets, trees and 
shrubs in great variety and of singular 
beauty, all in full leaf, afford a gi-ateful pro- 
tection from the rays of the tropical sun ; for 
though at this elevation the sensible heat is 
not excessively intense, yet exposui-e to the 
sim's rays very soon ruins the complexion and 
seriously affects the health of all who have 
not become accustomed to this peculiar cli- 
mate. 
Even among the residents a fine com- 
plexion is exceptional. 


One effect of the rai-ified atmosphere of this 
elevated region is the fatigue occasioned by 
an iimomit of labor or exercise which at lower 
levels would occasion no discomfort. If there 
were no other reason why the houses are gen- 
erally of only one story, and hardly ever ex- 
ceed two, sufficient cause would be found in 
the fact that climbing a single flight of stairs 
exhausts the strength 
quite as much as 
mounting to the fourth and fifth stories of 
New York residences. 
It severely taxes the 
strength of an invalid to walk these dusty 
streets. 


I often visit the cathedral, not alone nor 
chiefly for devotional purposes, nor to feast 
my eyes upon its architectural magnificence, 
of which I dare not attempt a description, but 
to regale my senses with the sight and per- 
fume of the lovely flowers which aboimd in 
the charming Uttle park by which it is sur- 
rounded. 
Splendid bouquets are offered for 
sale on every hand, such as in New York 
would sell for S4 or $5, bringing here only 
twenty-five cents. 


As a general thing the streets swarm, es- 
pecially at midday, with a squalid and filthy- 
looking mass of humanity, whoso one redeem- 
ing quality is that, instead of the listless air 
of the Italian lazzaroni, every one of these 
people appeal's to have something to do upon 
which he is intent, or else he is seeking em- 
ployment. 
This class do not appear to live 
in houses. 
Whole 
families may be seen 
squatted on the curbstones or in corridors, 
eating then* noonday 
meals. 
Wages are 
cheap, female domestics receiving §4 or $5 a 
month, and males about $8; but in this cli- 
mate, and living as these people do, then- 
wages seem to be quite large enough. 


I noticed with great satisfaction the entire 
absence of those numerous insects which are 
the ever present torment of residents of the 
lowlands in the tropics. 


In Mexico there is no family breakfast, 
such a.s we have in the states. 
The family do 
not asseiiibk'. 
Each one goes to the dining 
room at convenience. 
You take a seat at the 
table, and the waiter asks yonr olioice of cof- 
fee, chocolate, milk, eggs, etc. 
The bread is 
excellent, and sweet bread or plain cake is 
often served at breakfast. The first regular 
meal of the day, called the "desayono," is 
taken at from 12 to 1 o'clock. 
Th<! courses 
and their order are soup, eggs prepared in a 
variety of ways, beefsteak—I have seldom 
seen a roa.st, but their steaks are excellent— 
and a mush of black beans, with cauliflower 
and spinach, but i>otatoes very seldom. I 
have not seen any Irish potatoes as large as 
hens' eggs. 
The first I saw I mistook for 
ohves. 
The dessert consists mostly of dulces 
and fruits, but no pastry or puddings. The 
wines are excellent. 


I have had my strong desire gratified to 
stand on the spot where Montezuma passed 
his innocent anfl peaceful hfe until the incur- 
sion of the Spaniards. I could hardly keep 
back my tears while standing there, thinking 
of the slaughter of the Aztecs and the cruel- 
ties inflicted upon them and their monarch by 
those ruthless invadei-s. I looked out from 
the corridoi- upon a scene of rare beauty. The 
castle of Chapultepec is built upon a rocky 
moimd of considerable eminence. Besides the 
very extensive buildings suitable for a regal 
palace, there is a tower of three stories which 
must have been the residence of the royal 
family. 
On the north and east sides, second 
and third stories, is a magnificent corridor 
connecting with a garden on the third story. 
Here I a-sked for a pensamiento—keepsake— 
and was pei-mitted to pluck it for mj'self. 
The views from this tower are exceedingly 
beautiful and extensive. 
The City of 
Mexico rises in the distance—two 
miles 
and 
more 
away—m 
the pure 
atmos- 
phere, 
its white 
buildhigs 
sparkling 
in 
the sunlight, 
while the beautiful 
Alameda park looks hke a great emerald 
Bet in silver. 
The woods of Chapultepec 
spread out on the opposite side, and the beau- 
tiful and historic lake is in full view. 
Some 
of the trees in this once sacred forest are said 
to be of enormous dimensions. 
We refrained 
from visiting the lake, as its waters just now 
are said to be impure, occasioning malarial 
fevers in its immediate vicinity. 
From this 
point the lofty peek of Popocatapetl appears 
in its glorious beauty, the horizon on every 
Bide bounded by magnificent 
mountain 
ranges. When royalty was possible in Mexico 
this was its most appropriate seat. 
Maximil- 
ian intended to make of it another Miramar, 
and the remains of some of the improvement! 
begun by him are still visible. 


Tbe next day I saw in the museum th» 
pottery and idols of the Aztecs, their weapons 
of war and the shield of Montezuma, covered 
with its once gorgeous feathea*^ work, now 
faded and in decay.

Bishop 
Dwenger's 
lecture 
Sunday evening, 
Library hall was densely packed, not 
only in the auditorium, but the immense 
stage back of the flats was filled with 
people. The Catholic clergy of the city 
occupied places on the stage. 


The Bishop was clad in cassock, roch- 
et and cape, "and his pectoral cross 
shone out brightly mid the white and 
purple vesture. 
In his discription of 
the city of Bome, the lecturer spoke of 
the city as it was in ancient times and 
as it Is to-day. Sewerage, soil, climate, 
and other features of interest to the 
scientist and student were briefly re- 
ferred to. 
The description of the grand 
old St. Peters was vivid and conveyed 
an excellent 
idea of the greatest 
temple on earth. 
The Basiica of St. 
Paul, with its huge columns of Egyp- 
tian marble and the precious stones in 
its rich altar were the subject of an ele- 
gant depiction. 
The places where St. 
Peter was crucified, and St. Paul be- 
headed, together with the catacombs, 
were points of much interest. 


The beautiful word picture of Leo 
XIII was eagerly followed by the im- 
mense audience, bat when the bishop 
told of the holy father's great love for 
America, her people and her govern- 
ment, and that the pope said "Not a 
country or nation in the world had the 
courage recently to cry a halt in the in- 
terest of its citizens, when the Italian 
government confiscated the propaganda, 
except the government of the United 
States," the audience cheered heartily. 
The bishop's pleasant narrative of his 
ordering the stars and stripes flung to the 
breeze over the American college in 
Rome on the Fourth of July last year, 
within sight of the Quirinal palace, was 
much enjoyed and loudly cheered.

It is said to be the largest and 
finest single shaft of Scotch granite in 
America. It was selected and erected 
by Mr. B. B. Miner, executor of tho es- 
tate of Col. George W, Ewing. 


The Edgorton monument is an obelisk 


of Italian marble, twenty feet high, sound 
and beautiful when erected in 1872, but 
is now disintegrating aud showing signs 
of decay. Mr. Alfred P. Edgerton, by

Thft parks are numerous and well cured for. 


Tho leaves are carefully swept off from the 
fresh green grass. In tho larger parks aro 
numerous fountaias, with large basins. Tn 
ah1 the parks, lurgo aud small, aro great num- 
bers Of atone benches, mostly occupied by the 
poorer classes, though occasionally ladies anJ 
gentlemen may bo seen enjoj'iiig the dolco 
far niente. Geraniums and callus, sweet 
marguerites, blue violets and many other 
kinds of flowers, in great profusion, fill fcho 
air 
mid delight tho senses with their 


fragrance and beauty. Many other flow- 
ers, shrubs and plants are not yet in 
bloom. 
In the less exposed 
inclosures 


of the cathedral roses aro blooming in 
such abundance that tho bushes are hardly 
ablo to support their lovely burdens. Every- 
where, excepting along the streets, trees and 
shrubs in great variety and of singular 
beauty, ull in full leaf, afford a grateful pro- 
tection from tho rays nf the tropical sun; for 
though at this elevation tho sensible heat is 
not excessively intense, yet exposure to tho 
sun's rays very soon ruins tho complexion and 
seriously affects the health of all who have 
not become accustomed to this peculiar cli- 
mate. Even among tho residents a lino com- 
plexion is exceptional. 


Ono eftect of tho rurlficd atmosphere of this 


elevated region is tho fatigue ocrasioned by 
an amount of laborer exercise which nt lower 
levels would occasion no discomfort. If thero 
wero no other reason why tho houses are gen- 
erally of only ono story, and hardly over ex- 
ceed two, sufficient cause would bo found in 
tho fact that climbing a single flight of stall's 
exhausts tho strength quite its much its 
mounting to tho fourth and fifth stories nf 
New York residences. It severely taxes the 
strength of mi invalid ^to walk tlieso dusty 
streets.

On the occasion of Rt. Bev. Bishop 


Dweuger'a 
lecture Sunday evening, 


Library hall was densely packed, not 
only in the auditorium, but the immense 
stage back of Hie flato was filled with 
people.

The Bishop was clad in cassock, roch- 


et and cape, Hand his pectoral cross 
shone out brightly mid the white aud 
purple vesture.

The Baeiica of St. 


Paul, with its huge columns of Egyp- 
tian marble and the preoioun stones in 
its rich altar wore the subject of an ele- 
gant depiction. 
The places where St. 


Peter was crucified, and St. Paul be- 
headed, together with the catacombs, 
were points of much interest. 


The beautiful word picture of Leo 


XIII was eagerly fallowed by the im- 
mense audience, bnfc when the bishop 
told of the holy father's great Jove for 
America, her people and her govern- 
ment, and that the pope said "Not a 
country or nation in tho world had the 
courage recently to cry a halt in the in- 
terest of its citizens, when the Italian 
government conn seated the propaganda, 
except tho government of the United 
States," the audience cheered heartily. 
The bishop's pleasant narrative of his 
ordering the stars and stripes flung to tho 
breeze over the American college in 
Rome on the Fourth of July last year, 
within sight of the Quirinal palace, wan 
nraoh enjoyed and loudly cheered.
